And ſurely, the higheſt and greateſt reaſon of ogr 
wailing ſhould be, that he who now ceaſcth to 
be amongſt us, was the good man though that 
is not the only reaſon : for the good man, the 
godly and merciful man, 1s the man beloved of 
his God, and he as a Prince prevails with him, 
"through the Mediation of Chriſt, for the divert- 
ing evil, and for the obtaining good for men: 
and he is the moſt uſcful, prohtable, and benef- 
cial mari to the Children of men, as hath been 
in ſome little meaſure, ſhewed before, in rhe filt 
inſtruction. Oh therefore! let this be laid to 
heart by us3 and let us teach every one his friend, 
'wailing; and his Neighbour, lamentation, that 
'the govd man is taken away from us, and we 
ſhall never ſec his face, or enjoy his perſonal help- 
fulneſs any more in this world. But to this we 
may {peak ſomewhat further and more particularly 
in what followeth.

Micah 3.8, yet he 
heavily bewails the loſs of the godly and pious 
man. And confider what the tamous Apodlile , 
of the Gentiles, who was no wnit inferior to 
the very chiefelt Apoſtles, yea who laboured more 
abundantly than they all, ſaid concerning Epa- 
pprodttus, who was much beneath him in the fer- 
vice cf the Goſpel: He was indeed fick, nigh 
unto death, but God had mercy on him, and 
not on bim ouly, but en me alſo, liſt I ſhould 
have ſorrow upon ſorrow, Phil.2.

cording to knowledy, giving honour unto her as 
unto the weaker v:f{c}, and as unto an heir toge- 
ther of the grace ot litez Cas 1 Per. 3.7.) one 
that by night and by day, early and late, abrozd 
and at home, in ficknc(s and in health, was every 
way an inſtrument cf good unto her, and an 1n- 
firumental guide, to direct her more frequently 
and abundantly unto the molt cx:cllent things, 
But to this I ſhali not enlarge, lett 1 add further 
grief to her former ſorrow, and ſhe faint in her 
fighing.

converſation 3 and who was greatly pained, and 


ven travelled in birth, that Chriſt might, be 
formed in you ( as Gal, 4. 19+ ) unto whom it 
was at any time, a very great joy and rejoycing 
to hear that his Children walked in the Truth, as 
was ſaid by another Fobn, 5 Fob. 3. 4, who al- 
ways 
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ways made mention of you in his prayers to the 
Lord, that you might know, and receive the 
grace of God in truth; tnat thereby you might 
be free from fin, and be, and abide ſervants un- 
to righteouſneſs; and be fruitful in every good 
word and work, Oh! Remember the good Do- 
Arine he gave you, the good example he (ct be- 
fore youz the good way he walk'd in, even in the 
way of the formerly holy and pious ſervants of 
the Lord : Remember and contider, how he kept 
back nothing from you that was profitable unto 
you, but ſhewed unto you, and taught you, and 
teſtified the Goſpel of the grace of God unto you 
publickly, and from houſe ro houſe.

Doubtleſs, you 
have by occaſion of the removal of your dear and 
tender-hearted Parent, great cauſe to joyn with 
this holy man of God, and with deep mourning 
and lamentation to cry out bitterly, Woe unto w,— 
the good man, the godly, gracious, and mercitul 
man, 
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mans yea, our good, and kind, and pious Parent, 
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who was affeionately deſirous of our beſt good, 
þ periſhed out of the earth, And now he is gone, 
and can be no more perſonally uſcful to you as 
formerly, read diligently, and frequently, and 
make good uſe of his good Books and Manu- » 
ſcripts, in which, He being dead, yet ſpeaketh.
